SAYSPAYlNG TAX
IS CHRISTIAN DUTY

Official Stresses Bibli¬

Emphasising the spirit of the day
.on which income taxes are due.
William Mather I^ewis. of the United
States Chamber o{ Commerce, yes¬
terday asked citisens to give their
returns to their Cod as they ren¬
dered unto the government the things
which belonged to the government,
speaking before the T^ehten services
in B. F. Keith's Theater.
"To my mind, the answer to the

problems of the day; the unrest, the
lack of patriotism, the selfishness
which oppresses us all. is following
the simple command: I-et us render
unto our government the things
which are its own and unto our Cod
the things of the spirit which be¬
long to Him." Mr. Lewis urged.
"We celebrate many birthdays in

this land of ours: birthdiys of Ceorge
Washington. Lincoln. Independence
Day. personal birthdays; but I be¬
lieve this day. March 15. I* the most
important of all birthdays, since it
is today we give up our taxes to
the government." Mr. Lewis said.

up a coin snd read the inscription:
"Render unto Caesar the things
which are Caesar's, and unto Cod
the things which are Cod's.** He
apt lied the answer 10 the present.

ASKS WIDENING
OF TWO STREETS

Newton and Seventeenth streets
northwest would be widened for a
distance of several blocks, by the
terms of a bill introduced in the
Senate yesterday.
Senator I*. Heisler Hall, chairman

of the District Committee. Intro¬
duced the measure. Senator Arthur
Capper of Kansas, a member of the
committee, reported favorably a
bill changing the name «f Vernon
street to IT street, from Florida
avenue west to Nineteenth street,
Washingtoa Heights.
By the new bill the District rv>m-

missioners are authorized to begin
action in the Supreme Court to con¬
demn such space as may be re¬
quired for widening Newton be¬
tween Sixteenth and Seventeenth
and Seventeenth between Newton
and Rock <"reck Parkway. The
half-and-half system of sharing the
costs was provided in the bill, which
was referred t«» the committee for
approval.
